THE INDIAN TELEGRAPH (AMENDMENT) ACT, 1974 

No. 48 OF 1974 

[30th November, 1974] 

An Act further to amend the Indian Telegraph Act, 1885. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty-fifth Year of the Bepublie 
of India as follows: — 


1. (2) This Act may be called the Indian Telegraph (Amendment) 
Act, 1974. 


(2) It shall come into force on such date as the Central Government 
may, by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint.

2. In section 7 of the Indian Telegraph Act, 188& (hereinafter referred Amend- 

to as the principal Act),—■ ment of

any telegraph line, appliance or apparatus;”;
